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THE BRITISH COLONIES. 

A Secoud Ohambor as a ?art of the 
Logislativo Maohlnery. 

The action of Mr, Gladstone and Ltis 
Radical followers in arousing public- 
feeling against tlie House of Lords, and 
of M. Gambetta in proposing changes 
in the French Senate, leads the New 
York Sun to deal with the question in 
the British colonies : — 

The British colonies, it says, have 
experienced great difiiculty in con- 
structing a second chamber which 
should possess an equal hold on the res- 
pect and contidence of tho people, and 
maintain its nominal rights in the 
event of a collision with the popular 
branch of the Legislature. In tho Do- 
minion of Canada, New South Waits, 
Queensland, and New Zealand mem- 
bers of the Legislative Council are no- 
minated by the Crown for life, but as 
the number of members is limited, a 
colonial Ministry cannot strengthen its 
party in the Upper lloiiso at any im- 
portant crisis by the nomination of ad- 
ditional councillors. In four of the 
British colonies, on the other band, the 
second chamber is of an elective char- 
acter. Thus, in the Capo colony, al- 
though the members of the Legislative 
Council arc elected by the same voters 
as those of the Assembly, half of them 
are chosen for five years, and the re- 
mainder for ten, and all must be qual- 
ified by the possession of property. In 
South Australia a member of Council 
requires no property qualification him 
self, but he must be elected by per 
sons possessing one; and in Tasmania 
also the Legislative Council is chosen 
by electors who must, own a certain 
amount of property. In Victoria mem- 
bers of the Upper House must them- 
selves have a considerable property 
qualification, and can only be voted for 
by owners of fixed estates. The his- 
tory of this dual arrangement in Vic 
toria has been one of chronic struggle, 
resulting more than once in an abso- 
lute deadlock; and there has been more 
or less of friction in all cases where the 
second chamber is elective. 



FATAL END OF AN EXPERIMENT 
IN NEW YORK- 

Two Mon Silled— Sovoral Injurod. 

New York, Aug. 39. — Very early 
on Saturday morning last as the super- 
intendent of the Brush Electric Light 
Company with a gang of workmen was 
preparing to test the four lamps on the 
one hundred and fifty feet pole in Un- 
ion Square, just as the lamps and their 
carriage reached the top the hoisting 
geur broke under the heavy weight, 
more than GOO lbs., which fell on the 
platform on which live men were at 
work hoisting. One was killed on the 
spot, another died in the hospital, and 
the others received injuries more or 
less severe.

A LOUD SNAP WAS HEARD 

In the darkness above, followed by a 
rushing, whirring sound as the carriage 
came down with fearful speed, its noise 
intermingling with the roar of the un- 
restrained cogwheels, and the rattle of 
the iron ropes as they dashed on the 
unsuspecting heads of those below. 
The hoisting gear at the top had brok- 
en, and the wire rope had snapped like 
a cotton thread. 

"SAVE YOURSELVES" 

was the word. Some dared death or 
injury by leaping down thirty feet to 
the pavement below. Others were 
caught by tho ponderous mass and dash- 
ed, stunned and insensible, from the 
platform. One man was knocked for- 
ward on his skull, which was so fear- 
fully fractured that he died in his wife's 
arms a few minutes after. Another 
had his legs and thighs so crushed 
that death ensued in the course of the 
day. A third was badly bruised by 
falling on the head of a policeman. 
None escaped unscathed.

The New Westminster piqnus iioia 
Llv tlifi Herald — have much to urge in 
favor of more frequent mail communi- 
cation with Vancouver Island mid, by 
way of Vancouver Island, with the out- 
er world. At present that communi- 
cation is but semi weekly, in spite of 
the fact that mails arrive at and depart 
from Victoria three Umes every week 
and four times every other week. The 
complaint is well grounded. The Main- 
landers should have more frequent mail 
communication. They are clearly en- 
titled to it and should not cease to agi- 
tate until their just demands have been 
met. The existing arrangement is al- 
together behind the times. It belongs 
to the pro pellum ft cutem era mid not 
to the progressive, go-ahead railway 
age in which Columbiana move, breathe 
and have their being. But are irtuin- 
landers altogether blameless for the un- 
satisfactory condition of their mail ser- 
vice? Have they not allowed frequent 
occasions when they might havoreceived 
mails many hours in advance of the 
regular boat to pass unimproved ' Of 
ten during the season that is now draw 
ing to a close opportunities have been 
presented when they might have 
availed themselves of the Through to 
Yale boat and secured their mails from 
two to three days earlier than by the 
regular steamer. Take the ease of the 
last ocean mail. It arrived at this port 
early on Wednesday. At 1 1 o'clock on 
the same morning a steamer left for 
the Mainland, She carried passengers, 
freight anil express letters that came 
via the ocean; but not an ounce of 
mail. That still remains, at this writ 
ing, at Victoria and will not go for- 
ward till this morning ? Why f And 
why , Is it because the people of West- 
minister are so dreadfully prejudiced 
against a Through to Vale boat 
that they prefer to allow their letters 
to lie two days at Victoria to having 
them placed in their hands forty-eight 
hours sooner ? We cannot believe that 
any community at this advanced day is 
prepared to bite its nose off to spite its 
face: and yet — and yet what is one to 
think from the inconsistent claraorings 
of the .Mainland press i In one breath 
their scream for more frequent mail com- 
munication and in tho next they spurn 
a service that is readymnde to their 
hands ! How absurd must have seemed 
the prayer of the Westminster memor- 
ialists for a better mail service to Sir 
Chables Tvpper as he noted the fact 
that the steamer Western Slope passed 
up and down the river empty-handed, 
so far as mail matter went, while im- 
portant letters for Westministerites re- 
posed in a state of ignoble ease at the 
Victoria postoffice without creating a 
ripple of discontent. Undisputably, the 
Mainlanders are entitled to more fre- 
quent communication. We hope next 
year to see a daily mail service between 
Victoria and Puget Sound and a daily 
mail service between Victoria, New 
Westminster, Yaleandotlierriver ports; 
but in the meanwhile — pending the 
completion of arrangements now on 
foot — what should the Westminster 
people do ? Ask the postal department 
to dispatch, a mail by every steamer- — 
whether it be the E. J. Irving, the 
Western Slope or one of the II. H. Co. 'a 
boats — that leaves this harbor for river 
ports. Until they do that we shall 
continue to rise to a question of privi- 
lege and submit most respectfully that, 
their clamor is out of order.

Mr. Pal'l Shultz who, with a party 
of ladies and gentlemen has spent sev 
eral days very pleasantly at Victoria, 
sails for Portland to day. Mr. Shultz 
is confident that the Northern Pacific 
railway will be completed to Taeoma 
by the 1st of September, 1 S8:!, and 
that mails anil passengers will be trans- 
ported from New York to Victoria in 
six days, or from Toronto in a little 
over five days. Will not that be a 
great improvement upon existing means 
of communication? Ami what a 
wonderful revolution will be made in 
the carrying trade. The chief markets 
of Canada will then be almost as ac- 
cessible as San Francisco is now; and 
when the company which Mr. Siit i/rz 
represents shall have completed a line 
of railway from Portland to California 
Victoria will be only a day and a-half 
distant from San Francisco. The ris- 
ing generation will be a highly favored 
one. Instead of being forced to lose 
from 3 to 5 days between V ictoria and 
.San Francisco, and from 1 'J to I I days 
between Victoria and Montreal, they 
will accomplish the distance in one half 
the time; and in place of waiting from 
four to six weary weeks for through 
freight they will receive it in two. 
When the Canada Pacific railway shall 
have been completed to Victoria via 
Burrard Inlet, and the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway Company shall have ex 
tonded their lines so as to embrace with 
their iron arms all the country lying 
between the 49th parallel of latitude 
time and space will be still further an- 
nihilated. Truly, in two or three years 
from this date a passage south, north or 
eist will be no longcra journey for which 
people will pack immense Saratoga 
crunks a month or two before starting 
and take a tearful farewell of their 
friends. It will be little more than a 
pleasure excursion for which the only 
baggage necessary will be a grip sack 
and the time consumed will be less than 
was required to go to Yalo before the 
Through steamboats began their trips.

It would have been as 
disgraceful, Mr. Editor, as it was unin- 
tentional on my pact to take advantage 
of your large circulation to damage Can- 
adian industry by making unfounded 
statements. The truth is what is wanted, 
and Canadian manufacturers are unwise 
to shut their eyes to it. T did not say 
that Canada could not but that she (/it/ not 
produce as good machinery as America. 
It is not only childish but detrimental to 
the success of the nation to allow national 
pride to blind its eyes in bursts of just 
enthusiasm.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 

Intorostiny Sudgot of Notcs Por Laat 
Stoamor. 

Hoxokii.no, Aug. 14, — Telegraphic 
lines have commenced to bo laid and 
work is being prosecuted with vigor. 
Communication is already established 
between Shanghai and Soo (.'how, but 
it is only used in official service ami is 
not yet open to the public. 

The Chinese minister to Germany 
will be recalled and sent to Japan for the 
adjustment of the Loo Chooan question. 
China means to assert herself in this af- 
fair and insists on sovereignity over 
the islands. The Chinese and Japanese 
press both assert the right of their it 
spective countries to its possession. It 
is now stated that tho armaments made 
by China are in view of a possible eon- 
test with Japan, rendered likely by her 
persistence. 

It is stated that Governor llenuessy, 
of Hongkong, will be promoted to one 
of the Australian colonies. His sue 
cessor is not known. 

An addition to the Chinese tleet is 
daily expected and arms and ammuni- 
tion continue to arrive. 

Li Hung Chang and '('son Tun Tang 
have definitely coalesced and are doing 
their utmost to fortify vital points on the 
eastern coast. 

Typhoons occurred in the China seas. 
Many ships suffered grievous damage and 
loss of life. 

Another aevoro earthquake occurred in 
Manilla. Comparatively little damage was 
done. 

Yokohama, Au£. '20.- The emperor is 
still on a tour through the northern pro- 
vinces. 

Groat commotion is excited among the 
non-official classes by the rumored ualo of 
the Hokkaiilo(the extreme northern island) 
by tho government to officials in their pri- 
vate capacity. 

Railways will be extended throughout 
tho empire, but largo loans will have to 
be made by tho authorities. 

The Japanese government and preBB 
are firm on the question of retaining pos- 
session of tho Loo Choo islands in Hpite 
of China. It is feared that there will be 
further complications and that the ap- 
proaching arrival of tho Chinese envoy 
will not lie productive of an amicable set- 
tlement. 

The new civil and criminal codes wv x 1 1 
come in force January next. They are 
modeled on the code Napoleon with local 
adaptations. A force of gen d'armerie on 
the French basis is boing modeled to come 
into action also at the beginning of next 
year. 

Much dissatisfaction is felt by Ameri- 
can merchants on account of the sudden 
notification issued by government to con- 
trol the sale of kerosene oil. According 
to this no oil flashing at a lower tempera- 
ture than 120 degrees Fahrenheit may be 
imported after the 1st of January next. As 
there are already on the way hither many 
cargoes of kerosene oil below that test 
which cannot arrive till a later date, if it 
is allowed to obtain, much will ho rend- 
ered unsalable to the great loss of ship- 
pers or consignees. Foreign ministers are 
appealed to ask an extension of tho date 
before the rise in the standard shall take 
effect. 

Sir Henry Parkea, English minister, re- 
turns shortly. 

Hon. Kennedy, charge d'aQ'airs, has 
been promoted to St. Petersburg, 'flic 
change is greatly regretted by foreigners 
and Japanese. 

The tinanco minister ha_s published his 
estimates from July, '81, to Juno, '82. 
The income is §08,500,000; an increase 
from last year of §8,500,000. Excoss over

Villard's Groat Enterprise 

The San Francisco Commercial Herald 
says that the Oregon Improvement Com- 
pany is spending considerable money here 
in electing extensive wharf accommoda- 
tions and elevators, coal sheds, etc., look- 
ing tn a vast increase of traffic with our 
aister State. The Seattle coal mine i3 an 
important factor with this company, em- 
ploying, as it does, a licet of largo attain 
colliers in bringing vast supplies of coal 
to this city. It is asserted on good au- 
thority that Henry Villard, of tho N. P. 
K. R. , has purchased the boats, railroad 
and privileges connected with the ferry 
between this city and San Rafael. Also 
I he North Pacific Coast Railroad, rim- 
ing from San Rafael to Duncan's Mills, 
together with the connecting lino between 
Saucelito and the J unction. Tho report 
gives him credit with having purchased 
the ferry, lands and other appartunances 
belonging to the Saucclito Land and 
Ferry Company. At Saucelito thoy will 
enjoy deep water, and it is said they will 
build wharves, warehouses, etc. It is 
also said that their intention is, by tun- 
neling, to build an air line> railroad be- 
tween Saucelito and San R.ifaol. The 
fast steamers now plying between this city 
and San Rafael will then be run between 
this city and Saucelito, connecting with 
the projected railroad and thus making 
the trip between San Rafael and this city 
in the space of thirty-live minutes. 

Homiciao Near Portland. 

At four o'clock on the afternoon of 
Tuesday, James li. Smith, ex-county 
clerk of Portland, Oregon, was shot 
anil killed by a young man 
named Frank Howard, at the float- 
ing saloon and restaurant near the foot of 
It oss island, one mile above the city. 
Smith had been living at the saloon for 
Nuveral weeks, spending his time fishing 
and hunting on the island and in the vic- 
inity.

In the third act, where De 
Mauprat (Mr. Grismer) deceived by 
knaves approaches to assassinate tho car- 
dinal and the latter defies him and bids 
him, "to thy knees and crawl for par- 
don," the bearing and voice of Mr.

When, pointing to 
the villians, he exclaimed, "Behind thee 
stalks the headsman !" the voice and guest- 
lire were so realistic that many in the au- 
dionce craned their necks to catch a 
glimpse of the imaginary executioner. At 
the conclusion of every act Mr. Sheridan 
was called before tho curtain and cheered 
— a most unusual circumstance with Vic- 
torians, who are not generally demon- 
strative. Lust night's ovation shows how 
atrong a hold this groat actor — the greatest 
without a doubt, who has appeared on 
these boards, has already gained upon the 
public. Miss Rose Keene is a most ac- 
complished actress. Like the gentleman 
whom she soably supported she is very na- 
tural, and there was but one opinion ex- 
pressed—that the rule of Julie De Morte- 
mar could not have been entrusted to 
fairer or better hands. In the maledic- 
tion scene there is great scope for the dis- 
play of power and Miss Keene made the 
most of a very lovely character which well 
became her.
